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City Council passes mandatory water plan 
with increase in amount of water allotted 


Although several Sierra Madreans criticized the 
severity of the Mandatory Water Conservation Or¬ 
dinance No. 1073 with the resolution, the Sierra 
Madre City Council passed the ordinance with a ma¬ 
jor change proposed by Councilman Gary Adams: a 
recommendation to increase the number of cubic 
feet of water per billing cycle to 2000 from 1000 and 
that equals 250 gallons per day from 125 gallons per 
day. 

The ordinance reads, under “(h): EXCEPTION, 
CONSERVATION: The implementation of Phases 
II through IV shall not apply to customers of the 
Water Department currently utilizing less than 2000 
cubic feet of water per billing cycle. This is approx¬ 
imately equal to 250 gallons per day...” 

Councilman Clem Bartolai also reminded citizens 
that they could achieve “administrative relief” if 
any of them feel that the equation for the maximum 
amount of water to be used is too low for them. 


Adams, who has taken a particular interest in 
Sierra Madre’s water problems as part of his plat¬ 
form for running for council, said, “We need to 
realize the current condition we’re in. We’ve reduced 
usage by 15 to 18 percent. We have pumped 16(K) 
acre feet of the 17(X) current yearly amount and we 
still have April, May and June. We’re 500 acre feet 
in arears from pumping last year... We have 27 acres 
of settling basins and can count the amount of water 
percolated into the ground during the following year 
it is percolated. We have two tunnels that go 60 feet 
into the mountains, dug for $1 per foot in the late 
18(X)s. We receive a great portion of our water from 
them and that water is not counted against the 1784 
alloted to us per year. 

“We must look forward to learn to live with water 
in a different way than in the past. We’re asking 
people to use water as a more precious commodity 
than it has been used in the past. There is no more 


fresh water on the face of the earth than at the time 
of Christ, yet the world is inhabited by an infinitely 
higher number of people. 

“We voted in 1959 to form the San Gabriel Valley 
Municipal Water District and not join MWD 
(Metropolitan Water District). We had the right to 
build a pipe from Azusa but we had our backup 
system, the San Gabriel Valley System. 

“We have before us an educational problem. 1 
don’t believe we can voluntarily cut back in this city 
and continue the way we went. What do we do when 
the wells suddenly start to pump sand?” 

Laurie Cooper, Bill Bradley, Lee Cline, John and 
Esther Govorchin and Sandra Kelly preferred a 
volunteer cutback; however. Dr. Paul Neiby and 
Ralph Shroeder agreed that the council was doing 
the right thing by passing the Mandatory Water 
Conservation Ordinance. Many people based their 
conflict on the fact that the city is adjusting every 


resident’s amount of water to the 1989 water bill. 

Charles Corp, the city’s representative of the 
water district, believes that the ordinance “is flexible 
enough so the amount of rating can be adjusted by 
councils in the future.” 

Lee Cline suggested that the city publish in the 
Sierra Madre News a weekly table of the amount of 
water used during the preceding week. 

The council authorized City Administrator Jim 
McRea to purchase software that would administer 
and enforce the water ordinance. 

In other news, the council overturned the decision 
of the Planning Commission and granted the second 
story side yard variance for Mr. and Mrs. Cory 
Privett at 740 Sierra Meadow Drive, contending that 
the deviation was so minor that it would not be 
precedent-setting. Mayor Pro Tern Andrew Roy 
Buchan urged the Coreys to move the office north so

John Davis, who lives in the condominium between 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars Club and the Masonic 
Lodge, appeared before the Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday evening to voice concern for the 
“stabbings and shooting” that happened Saturday 
evening at the VFW Club. 

Jack Bruce, manager of the local club, told The 
News that it was rented Saturday evening for a 
15-year-old coming out party of people living in 
Los Angeles. 

Although he was not there, he was told that a 
gun was fired but no one was hit and that there was 
a serious stabbing on the sidewalk and the person 
was taken to Arcadia Methodist Hospital. 

“I took the first deposit from a woman and 
when she came back to give me the rest of the rent of 
the hall, 1 said, ‘I’ll see you tonight’ and she answered 
‘Oh, no. I’m renting it for someone else.’ We had 
two security people who don’t carry weapons for 
all of our functions. I can tell you that we won’t 
rent the hall to that type of people anymore. 
Many lodges have stopped taking parties like 
that. At 2 a.m. the place was really a mess. There 
was mud on the floor and chairs were broken. We 
did call the police three times and the Arcadia police 
were here. I don’t know who called them,” Bruce 
said. “The police did a good job,” he added. 

Denise White, who was bartender that evening, 
said that the language of the people who came was 
shocking. She said that trouble started about 
11:30 p.m. but that there was hot blood throughout 
the evening with many people “talking tough.” 


Easter Egg Hunt 
scheduled Mar. 30 

The Sierra Madre Fire Department will be 
hosting the annual Easter Egg Hunt at 10 a.m. 
sharp on Saturday, Mar. 30, rain or shine. 

The Easter Egg Hunt will be at the Sierra 
Madre Memorial, next to City Hall, with 
candy hidden for three age groups and Easter 
baskets for those finding the golden eggs. 


“Lights were turned down low for the ceremonial 
dance and suddenly the whole room tried to clear 
out the side door to observe the fight that was 
going on outside. The people involved acted like it 
was no big deal to see this sort of thing, as if it 
happens all the time. A man came in with a body 
over his shoulder. The body was limp. They left 
immediately and then two others asked for ice 
packs. Chairs were knocked over. Someone got it 
calmed down inside and people were swarming in 
all entrances. Someone stole the bills out of the tip 
jars. I guess the stabbing was outside. I didn’t see 
that. The music was so loud where I was that 1 
didn’t hear the shot either but the people inside 
the post bar heard it. Some people in the party left 
before the police got there and no one would say 
a thing (about what went on),” White said. 

John Davis said that the commotion caused 
people to flee for their lives. Many jumped over a 
10-foot drop into the Davis yard. He said people 


ran through the lot in back of the VFW hall and 
that the stabbing victim was found on Sierra 
Madre Blvd. 

“This is not the first time violence has 
occurred at the VFW. There have been assaults, fist 
fights. I’ve seen it myself. 1 made the first call to the 
poliee at 10:30 p.m. because the party was so loud. 
At 11:30 the stabbing oceurred and 1 made a third 
call when the shot was fired. People were 
scrambling over utility buildings in back of my 
home...These parlies go on late at night, every 
Saturday. They are shut down at midnight or 1 a.m. 
and their engines are gunning, then the band leaves. 
Sometimes it’s 2 or 3 a.m. before the cleanup 
crew arrives.” 

He said, “1 have two courses of action: fight 
the battle and win or sell my home. I’m married 
and we’re expecting a child. If we sell, 1 must 
disclose what happens in the neighborhood under 
the new real estate laws. Who’s going to want to 


Coberly, Hickambottom vie for 
school board in runoff Apr. 16 


With the impending election runoff between 
incumbent Elbie Hickambottom and Clark Coberly, 
the latter of Sierra Madre, scheduled for Tuesday, 
Apr. 16, both candidates continue to “run” for 
Pasadena Unified School District board of directors. 

Hickambottom has completed three terms, 12 
years, and Coberly, the challenger, believes 
Hickambottom has been a board member long 
enough. 

When asked his chances for winning the board 
seat, Coberly answered, “Excellent. Fifty-one 
percent of the people voted against Elbie in the 
primary. The third person, Dan Wimberly, was 
a conservative, also. Elbie didn’t get the majority. 
The majority voted against him. People voted 
(for him) because he was an incumbent. They 
weren’t aware of the issues.” 

Hickambottom said, “1 feel quite confident 


that I’ll win re-election.” 

His platform, he said, is that he has the 
experience and “lengthy tenure.” He said, “1 
continue to deal with problem areas that require 
the highest attention. There are many problems 
as there are in all school districts. 1 he trial and error 
approach is helpful. W'e learn from mistakes...for 
what works and what doesn’t work. I’m running 
on past experience, the know-how that comes out 
of experience.” 

Back to Coberly, he said, “My focus is on 
educating people about the issues. Twelve years 
ago Elbie said certain things were important and 
he says today that those things are important. 
He hasn’t accomplished any of them. II he can’t 
accomplish them in 12 years, what’s to think 
he’ll do it in the next four years. 1 stand for financial 
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buy here?” 

Davis added quickly, “1 have no bone of 
contention with the Masonic Lodge.” 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts explained 
that the case is under investigation. “In a frenzy, 
people see all kinds of things. They see only their 
portion of what’s going on.” 

When asked w'hat could be done at the city 
level. Chief Betts mentioned that perhaps the 
noise ordinance could be used for control here. There 
i.', no time curfew, however. “It’s private property.

Russel (R—Glendale) has 
intiodueed legislation 
that would give immunity 
from liability to a 
“Good Samaritan” who, 
iti good faith and not for 
compensation, renders 
emergency care at the 
scene of an emergency. 

SB 237 would provide 
that no cause of action 
for negligence, based on 
conduct intended to 
assist a person in danger 
o^ a potential explosion, 
fS^c, or other threat of 
iniminenl death of injury 
tij that person, arises 
against anyone who 
follows their conscience 
to help another during a 
crisis situation. 

“1 believe that this 
bill will appeal strongly 
to the public's sense of 
justice,” said Russell. 
“It is an outrage to think 
that James Campbell of 


Lancaster and Dale 
Turner, an officer of 
IvVPD could be recognized 
as heroes to one woman 
and defendants to 
another,” asserted 
Russell.

Out and About

One day, many years ago, Oedipus, while 
hoofing it to Thebes, ran across the Sphinx. 
This Sphinx, who paraded around as a winged 
lion topped with a woman’s head, got a kick 
out of wasting people on the road who couldn’t 
solve her riddle. The riddle goes something 
like this. What creature walks in the morning 
on four feet, at noon upon two, and at evening 
upon three? Let that ebb and flow in your mind 
for a bit. 

We’ve got a riddle of our own, it seems, 
and it might surprise you to learn that the 
answer is the same as the one Oedipus supplied 
to the troublesome cat. In looking at our water 
problem, many of us are like the confused 
people on the road to Thebes. When we’re 
asked the question...what are we to do about 
our water problem?...we become esoteric. We 
spout history. We play mathematician. We 
wring our hands over what should have been 
or what we could have done. We do everything 
except solve the problem. 

The Sphinx had a problem going too. If 


anyone solved the riddle, she was destroyed. 
So, the riddle wasn’t easy, but it certainly 
wasn’t insurmountable. The same applies to 
our water problem. Solve the riddle and 
the problem goes away. Easy, right? Not really. 

It helps to remember that the Sphinx 
destroyed nearly all who attempted to 
pass...but along came Oedipus. He supplied 
the answer...Man. Too simple? Not too simple, 
just that we tend to make the thing too complex. 
As a baby, (symbolic morning) we’re on all 
fours; at noon (as adults) we’re on two feet, 
and in the evening (old age), we use a cane 
(three legs). 

In 1963, Giorgios Sefriades, a Greek diplomat 
and poet, was awarded the Nobel Prize. His 
aceptance remarks touched on the our subject: 

“When on the road to Thebes, Oedipus 
met the Sphinx, who asked him her riddle, his 
reply was: Man. This simple word destroyed 
the monster. We have many monsters to 
destroy. Let us think of Oedipus’ answer.” 

Do I hear an amen?

Today I realized another good reason to 
love books: books build bridges. They build 
them across the generations. 

I was in the classroom of a “teacher of the 
year” award winner. Along with her obvious 
love for the students was a love for books. Five 
divided shelves of “Classics” in literature 
and/of ideas took up space in a classroom that 
had posters of inspirational quotable quotes 
wherever I looked. 

“What does ‘diligence’ mean?” It was a 
vocabulary word for Period 4, and 1 noticed a 
bulletin board of poems by famous poets: 
Shakespeare, Sandberg, Teesdale, and one by 
an ‘indigenous’ student. “It means ‘native 
to’.” 

“What does ‘legacy’ mean?” and I 
understood that a teacher can leave an impor¬ 
tant one. 

“Mine is a present power/and a future 

power 

If 1 can reach/the children of today 

1 touch the children/of tomorrow.” 

This poem is entitled “The Power to 
Teach,” but it could easily apply to the power 
of books as well. 

1 am ever so aware when I am with high 
schoolers that I am amidst a generation and 
culture radically different from the one I grew 


up in. I am ever so aware that I need to find a 
bridge, a meeting place. In the classroom to¬ 
day, 1 wondered: “Can books be that bridge?” 
I realized that books have been tools in my life 
by which I have made sen.se of a world that 
often seems overwhelming. It is the same world 
children grow up in and into, they need tool 
kits. In books, a bridge is constructed, built by 
“what is common to man/woman” transcen¬ 
ding space and time as they transport ideas, 
philosophies, struggles, victories and defeats. A 
book brings to our hearts and minds the past, 
the present, the future, and characters that live 
forever, mirroring ourselves, regardless of our 
generation/generational differences. 

I felt encouraged today, as reports on 
Bronte’s “Wuthering Heights” were being 
turned in, and echoes of discussions of “The 
Heart is a Lonely Hunter” by Flannery O’Con¬ 
nor and Chaim Potok’s “My Name is Asher 
Lev,” were coming from the other high school 
English classrooms. 

I realized that no matter how diverse or 
dark or complicated our times become, teachers 
and children are still learning to “Just Say Yes 
to Books.” And there is always something ex¬ 
hilarating, almost supernatural, about crossing 
a bridge.

If you are a jazz afi¬ 
cionado, you will be ab¬ 
solutely delighted with 
“Jelly’s Last Jam” now 
at the Mark Taper 
Forum in LA’s Music- 
Center. And if you enjoy 
inventive theatrics you 
will be equally delighted. 
Should you prefer a 
spelled-out story in a 
realistic setting with a 
clear moral, 1 can’t help 
but think you will likely 
enjoy it anyway for its 
music, its color and the 
supurb style of its per¬ 
formers. Like the music 
it celebrates, “Jam” 
does free variations on 
themes from the life of 
Jelly Roll Morton, one 
of the acknowledged 
greats of the early days 
of Dixieland jazz. 

On the way home, I 
asked my more 
knowledgable compa¬ 
nion to define jazz for 


me. “I can’t,” he said, 
“but I know it when 1 
hear it.” He referred me 
to the notes to the 
Smithsonian Collection 
of Classic Jazz. This ex¬ 
cellent dis.seration can be 
summerized thus: (1) 
Jazz is a major contribu¬ 
tion of American black 
men to contemporary 
culture, and also 
something of a meeting 
ground, since white men 
have long participated, 
some of them with ex¬ 
cellence., (2) Jazz is an 
Afro-American musical 
idiom (of which there are 
many, often closely 
related) which has to do 
with the fundamental 
rhythms of human life, 
many of them very ear¬ 
thy; (3) Jazz is primarily 
a player’s art, even when 
that player works under 
the guidance of a jazz 
composer. The possibili¬ 


ty of spontaneous im- 
provization is always 
there. 

There are, of course, 
musieal definitions hav¬ 
ing to do with structure 
and harmony most of 
them making broad 
allowances for individual 
invention. 

The plot of this 
musical treat is based on 
the life of Ferdinand 
Joseph La Menthe, born 
in New Orleans around 
1885 and known in his 
chosen profession as Jel¬ 


ly Roll Morton. He is a 
“creole.” (Back to the 
dictionary, which has at 
least six definitions of 
that word. Pertinent to 
the play are two of them: 
Creole: 1. a person of 
European descent, usual¬ 
ly Spanish or French, 
born in the New World. 
2. a person of mixed 
French-Negro or 
Spanish-Negro race) Ac¬ 
cording to the play. Jelly 
Roll happily accepted the 
first definition and 
denied the obviously 


more accurate second. 
He also announced 
himself as “the Inventor 
of Jazz.” For his scorn¬ 
ful rejection of his black 
heritage, he finds 
himself, on the eve of his 
death, in a kind of 
pergatory where he must 
face episodes out of his 
past life under the 
derisive eye of a cool and 
sinister figure known as 
Chimney Man. 

Most of the music is 
Jelly Roll’s, the lyrics arc 
by Susan Birkenhead, 
Cicorge Wolle directs 
and Hope Clarke has 
done the dances with the 
expertise that gives 
organizaliott to it kind of 
happy chaos. () b b a 
Rabat unde plays the in¬ 
ventive, energetic, 
egotistical, womanizing 
Jelly Roll, Tonya 
Pinkins is his principal 
lady, Robert Barry Flem¬ 


ing is the eager youngster 
who escaped from his 
prim Frenchified family 
to the lowdown vitality 
of New Orleans and 
musical immortality, and 
Keith David is 
marvelously stealthy as 
the elegant Chimney 
Man. These are the prin¬ 
cipal roles but every 
member of the ensemble 
has his or her moment in 
the spotlight and all 
come through with guts 
and gusto. It’s a reveal¬ 
ing glimpse of the sen¬ 
suous, embracing, en¬ 
during world that give 
birth to a revolutionary 
style that changed 
popular music forever. 

“Jelly’s Last Jam” is 
a world premiere and 
who knows where it will 
go from here. It plays at 
the Mark Taper through 
April 21 and tickets are 
already getting scarce.

Of all the things in the 
Bible I wouldn’t want 
to be is a Pharisee. 
Whenever the Bible wants 


This is Resurrection 
Sunday and the text is 
from Revelation 13:11-16. 
Topic is “Christ is Risen 
Indeed!’’ with Rev. Dick 
Anderson preaching. 

Many years ago in 
Russia, during the time 
of Easter, Christians 
used a special greeting 
rather than the tradi¬ 
tional; “How are you?” 
and “Fine; how are 
you?” 

Upon meeting, one 
would say; “Christ is 
risen!” And the other 
person would enthusiasti¬ 
cally respond; “He is 
risen indeed!” 

Recently 1 read an 
account of what happened 
in Russia after the 
communists took over.

AUSD establishes new policy 
for tohacco-free environment 


In order to provide 
positive role models for 
students and maintain an 
environment that is 
conducive to health and 
safety, the Arcadia Board 
of Education on Monday 
adopted a tobacco-free 
environment policy. 

The policy, which 
applies to all employees, 
students and visitors. 


prohibits the use of 
tobacco products, 
including chewing and 
smoking tobacco, any¬ 
where or anytime on 
district property. This 
would include spectators 
at sporting events. 

In help employees ease 
into the policy, which 
becomes effective on July 
1, 1991, the district will 


provide a list of clinics 
and community resources 
which may assist 
employees who wish to 
stop using tobacco 
products. 

The new policy follows 
a five-month study period 
during which presidents 
of the district’s four 
employee groups were 
contacted to solicit input 
regarding such a policy.

Council sets hearings 
on real estate signs, 
high rise, subdivision 


The city of El Monte 
has appealed the Arcadia 
Planning Commission’s 
approval to resubdivide 
118 vacant industrial lots 
into 13 new lots on 10.27 
acres in the southeast 
area of Arcadia. 

A public hearing on 
the appeal, originally 
scheduled for last week’s 
Arcadia City Council 
meeting, has been 
continued to Apr. 16 
in spite of Councilman 
Charles Gilb’s complaint 
that last minute delays 
are inconsiderate what 
with all the time put 
in by staff and council. 

Two other public 
hearings on consideration 
of text amendments which 
have been approved by 
the Planning Commission 
have been set for Apr. 2 
by the council. The 
Planning Commission 
has approved amending 
the real estate signs in 
R-M and R-O single¬ 
family zones and adding 
sign regulations to the 
R-1 zone. 

Additionally, the 
commision approved 
amending high rise 
overlay zoning regula¬ 
tions, creating five special 
height overlay zones and 
adding regulations to 
require a conditional use 
permit for any building 


which exceeds the height 
limits of the basic under¬ 
lying zone. 

In other action at last 
week’s meeting, the City 
Council approved the 
cost of historic “Route 
66’’ signing, approxi¬ 
mately 12 signs costing 
$38-$43 each, and gave 
staff additional direction 
regarding a proposed 
tree preservation 
ordinance. 

The council on a 4-0 
vole, with Robert 
Harbicht absent, also 
adopted an ordinance 
amending sections of the 
Arcadia Municipal Code 
which would increase the 
cost of impound fees 
and vaccination require¬ 
ments for animals and 
deleting the section which 
authorized sale of animals 
10 research institutions. 

On a vote of 3-1, with 
Councilan Gilb’s no vote, 
the council approved the 
introduction of an 
ordinance revising the 
rear setback requirement 
for commercial and 
industrial buildings. The 
proposed ordinance 
eliminates rear yard 
requirement for 
commercial buildings 
abutting commercial 
property or an alley. 
When the building abuts 
residential property, a 
set back still is required.

Faced with the possible 
need of carving $1 million 
from a $30 million 
budget, the Arcadia 
Board of Education met 
in budget study session 
last week to discuss 
priorities and reductions. 

Twenty areas, most of 
which would affect 
programs, services or 
personnel, were identified 
for possible reduction. 
Those areas include 
curriculum development, 
transportation, library 
services, instrumental 
music program, athletics, 
secondary English-as-a 
second-language aides 
and psychological and 
counseling services. 

Other cuts would be 
in the district testing 
program, conference 
and inservice training, 
health services and the 
elimination of the Arcadia 
High School equipment 
manager and swimming 
pool lifeguard. 

The board also 
discussed not paying 
into the district’s reserve 
fund, which is used for 
special projects, for two 
years, at an estimated 
savings of over $200,000. 

The first consideration 
in making its list of 
reductions was to make 
cuts that do not directly 


affect teaching in the 
classroom. Additionally, 
the administration made 
nonpersonnel items a 
priority so as not to 
disrupt the lives of staff 
until other non-class- 
room non-personnel op¬ 
tions were pursued. 

The district is faced 
with cutting some 
$950,000 just to balance 
the budget because 
Governor Pete Wilson 
has suggested cutting 
$2 billion out of 
education, which would 
put schools back to the 
1985-86 level in funding. 
Dr. Terry Towner, 
superintendent of the 
Arcadia Unified School 
District, has said that 
funding level would give 
Arcadia $140 less per 
student. 

Another threat to 
school funding is a bill 
giving counties the 
authority to collect a fee 
for the collection of 
taxes. Arcadia is faced 
with having to budget 
$470,000, a projected 
three-year fee, if current 
challenges to this bill are 
not successful. 

It is expected that the 
Board of Education 
will continue its budget 
study at a meeting 
in May.
